School Tes 
art Monday 


Parents Or Guardians 
Must Consent To 
Examination 


With a!l plans completed, the El Do- 


rado County Tuberculosis Association | 


Will start the tuberculosis survey of 
school students on Monday, March 13, 
when the pupils in the high school 
and seventh and eighth grades of the 
county schools will be given the tuber- 
culin test, says a statement by Mrs. 
Lloyd Austin, association president. 

Consent slips, to be signed by the 
parents of the students to be tested, 
were given out to the pupils some time 
ago, and these must be signed and re- 
turned to the school nurse before the 
day of the test. Principal Larsen of 
the high school, in explaining the need © 
tor the parent’s consent, stated: 


“Before this protective examination @ 


can be given to any student, his par- 
ent or guardian must sign the ccnsent 
sulp. It is hoped that no parwit will 
hesitate to do this because only 
through such an examination can it be 
discovered if the student has ever re- 
ceived infection with the 
tuberculosis and needs special protec- 
tion against the possibility of develop- 
ing the disease.”

The committee for industrial organ- 
ization announced today it was begin- 
ning its drive to unionize the textile 
mills with a $500,000 fund. Sidney 
Hillman, president of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers said this sum had 
been set aside by that union and ear- 
marked for the C.I.O. in its drive in 


‘the textile industry which he said was 


labeled “Project No. 1 of the C.I.O.” 


This development came shortly after 
rivalry between the C.1.O. and the 
American Federation of Labor was so 
clearly drawn that it appeared every 
union worker in the nation would have 


‘to choose between the two competing 


groups. The C.I.O. prepared to estab- 
lish a series of local unions directly ri- 
valing the national structure of the A. 
F. of L.

Statisticians revealed these 
facts about 1936 automobile accidents. 
Nearly 94 per cent of drivers involved 
in fatal accidents are male and only 
six per cent female. 

More than 97 per cent of drivers in- 
volved in fatal accidents have had one 
or more years’ driving experience. 

More than 75 per cent of all fatal 
accidents occur when the road is dry. 
More than 85 per cent of all fatal acci- 
dents occur in clear weather. 

Saturday was the most dangerous 
day for driving in 1936, and Tuesday 
the safest. 

More persons were killed last year 
between 7 and 8 p. m., but the heav- 
jest injury toll came between 5 and 6 
p. m. 

About 60 per cent of the fatalities 
occurred during the hours cf darkness, 
when there was only about 25 per cent 
of the total traffic on the road. 

Nearly 80 per cent of the total ve- 
hhicles involved in fatal accidents were 
fim gcod condition.

NEW YORK (lP)—Mercer Beasley, 
the busiest, if not the most profound 
thinker, tennis ever produced, has de- 
vised a new and novel forehand stroke 
for Frankie Parker, the country’s No. 
2 player and winner of the recent Na- 
tional Indoor Singles Championship. 


This barely comes under the heading 
of news because Beasley,-whose mind 
must be constantly volleying and half- 
volleying, so to speak, has given his 
young protege innumerable new and 
novel forehands in the past five years. 

In fact, with the possible exception 
of ground hog day and March the 
first, nothing has come along so regu- 
larly in the past few years aS new 
forehand shots from Beasley to Par- 
ker. It was believed that Beasley had 
reached the ultimate in ingenuity 
when he came along in 1935 with a 
Stroke patterned after an Australian 
bushman releasing a boomerang. But 
from all reports he has topped that 
this year with a stroke modelled after 
the motion used by shortstops when 
throwing to first base. 


To make the shot more intriguing, 
it has certain variations which make 
it usable only by a player who is 
double-jointed in his right shoulder. 
And Parker is, a fact which he de- 
lights to prove by wrapping his right 
arm completely around his skull and 
scratching his right ear, whether it 
itches or not. The fact that there 
isn’t another tennis player around who 
can temporarily convert his right arm 
into a python and scratch his right 
ear, guarantees that the stroke won’t 
be stolen. There is no doubt that 
Beasley thought of this safety factor, 
because, as I said, his mind is ever 
active. 

Parker employed the shot fewer 
than five times in winning the indoor 
title. But when he did use it, he ex- 
plained later, it gained him forceful 
and outright placements. 

This is good news, and makes it 
sound much more efficient than ear- 
lier Beasley forehands, because about 
all they ever gained for Parker were 
unforceful and downright nets, outs, 
and fluffs. Parker says he will em- 
ploy the new forehand this spring 
when he makes a bid for the Davis 
Cup team. If it works, Frankie will 
make the team, because he has had all 
the other shots necessary to interna- 
ticnal competition for many years. 

His backhand is one of the most 


beautiful shots in tennis. And he:

TUBERCULAOSIS 
TESTS MAPPED 


(Continued from Page 1) 
inon stated: 


“We are using the new tuberculin 
PPD., or purified protein derivative, 
the purest and most sensitive tubercu- 
lin testing material yet devised. The 
test will be given twice. On Monday a 
very weak dilution of tuberculin will be 
used in testing all the students. This 
test will be read Wednesday, and then 
| those students who do not.react will 
be tested with the stronger dilution in 
order that all those who are infected 
with the germs of tuberculosis will be 
i‘ found. 


“The tuberculin test is a simple, 
iharmless skin test. A tiny drop of 
| tuberculin is inserted between the lay- 
|ers of skin, not into the flesh. The 
test is made on the forearm and there 
|is no pain other than the slight prick 
of the needle. If there is infection 
| present a tiny reaction will appear at 
‘the spot two days later. This disap- 
pears after a few days and no mark of 
any sort is left where the test was 
made. 


“Tuberculin is a sterilized extract 
that does not contain germs or any in- 
fectious material, and can not cause 
disease or in any way harm a person 
taking the test. The tuberculin test 
should not be confused with vaccin- 
ation. The test does nothing more 
than reveal if germs have entered the 
body.
